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GVHC Tries Again 

We note with pleasure that GVHC is again negotiating with 
a building firm interested in developing our vacant land. The sud¬ 
den demise of the Johnson-Crooks negotiations, particularly when 
It was EHA who helped to slam the lid on the coffin, was rather 
disheartening to those of us who visualized in our mind’s eye the 
Christmas snow covering the bright new homes dotting the Green¬ 
belt terrain. However, even though our West Coast friends have 
Retired from the field, GVHC is again stepping to the plate swing¬ 
ing a determined bat. It is now possible that our vision may be 
realized at least by Christmas 1955. 

No little credit for this second opportunity must go to the 
Sidney Z. Mensh Co., which appears to have taken a sort of pro¬ 
prietary interest in Greenbelt’s development. It was Mensh who 
helped in the sale of GVHC homes during the first year following 
the transfer of the property from PHA to GVHC. It was also 
Mensh who brought in the Johnson-Crooks people as well as the 
builders now interested. This is not to imply that we or GVHC 
are under any obligations to Mensh, whose primary concern is 
obviously to make a profitable dollar. However, it is certainly 
encouraging that such a well-known and successful business con¬ 
cern believes, as we do, in the future development and growth of 
our city and wants a stake in it. 

These negotiations should reach a satisfactory conclusion, pro¬ 
vided both sides view the situation intelligently. The GVHC ne¬ 
gotiators must make it plain that they have valuable property that 
is not to be given away, but they must also be ready to move boldly 
if further delay in getting building started is to be avoided. By 
the-same~t9ken-the- - Housing s Corporation of America and the Mensh 
Company must not merely consider the amount of profit they can 
make, but also consider this development as a project that can 
bring credit and prestige to those who tackle it and carry it through 
successfully. If such viewpoints are firmly held by the parties 
concerned, then compromise should be possible on all knotty points, 
and final agreement reached.

. . . Approved installation of light 
in 17 Court Ridge at a cost of $28 
a ysir.

(Car later found abandoned on 
Metzerott road. Kids used to steal 
bicycles to get home from Green¬ 
belt; now growing older) . . .
